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Late-night 

levy for pubs 
and clubs? 


PUBS and clubs which benefit from 
the night-time economy should 
contribute to the cost of cleaning 
up and fighting alcohol-related 
crime - that’s the message from 
councillors campaigning to bring a 
late-night levy to Newmarket. 

Cllr Simon Cole, who represents 
Exning on Forest Heath District 
Council, wants nightclubs, pubs 
and takeaways to pay a ‘tax’ to help 
fund both street cleaning and the 
Newmarket SOS Bus, which pro¬ 
vides help to revellers on Saturday 
nights. 

Cllr Cole told the News : “The po¬ 
lice say that when the SOS bus is not 
present, they are busy doing things 
which are more of a social side of 
work rather than police work. 

“It just seems like common sense 
to me that these businesses pay for 
the SOS Bus.” 

Newmarket has a large night¬ 
time economy but does not have 
the 24-hour police resources of a 
town like Bury St Edmunds or Cam¬ 
bridge because of its size, said Cllr

Cole. He said: “I am not against 
people having a drink. But the tax 
payer shouldn’t have to pick up the 
pieces for businesses which have 
created the problem.” 

The idea is in its early stages and 
Cllr Cole said he wants to know 
what people think. 

Newmarket Cllr Mick Jefferys 
supports the idea of a levy. 

He said: “This isn’t about knock¬ 
ing the clubs because we know that 
is an important side of Newmarket. 

“It is just that we know the SOS 
Bus has been extremely useful over 
the last few years and this will take

the pressure off the police.” 

The SOS Bus is run by the char¬ 
ity Newmarket Open Door and is 
currently funded by one-off grants 
from various organisations. 

Open Door manager John Dur- 
rant said: “A levy would be helpful 
to fund groups like us and the Town 
Pastors. 

“In the past we have had contri¬ 
butions from nightclubs but that 
has always been their choice.” 

Peter Crotty, manager of DeNiro’s 
nightclub, said a levy would be un¬ 
fair, especially in the current reces¬ 
sion. 

He criticised supermarkets for 
selling alcohol at low prices and 
said they should also be made to 
pay a levy if one was introduced. 

Mr Crotty said: “Often people 
come to nightclubs and they are al¬ 
ready drunk from drinking at home 
and they are turned away by our 
door staff. 

“We are all businesses which 
make sure we promote responsible 
drinking.”

Safety barriers 
planned for 
railway tracks

SAFETY barriers are to be in¬ 
stalled alongside the railway 
line through parts of New¬ 
market after the town was 
identified as a “high risk” site 
by the county council. 

Paddocks Drive, in New¬ 
market, has been identified 
as one of the five priority 
sites in Suffolk for safety im¬ 
provements by Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council, which has un¬ 
dertaken a risk assessment 
in partnership with National 
Rail. 

There is currently chain- 
mail fencing between the 
road and the tracks but the 
plan is to install metal crash 
barriers to stop cars driving 
onto the tracks. 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Newmarket is 
one out of 20 sites through¬ 
out Suffolk which has had 
a detailed risk assessment 
carried out - which is based 
on advice received from De¬ 
partment for Transport pro¬ 
cedures. 

“This has identified Pad- 



docks Drive, in Newmarket, 
as one of the higher risk sites 
and we plan to reduce this 
risk by installing a crash 
barrier between the 
road and the rail 
track.” 

Installation is 
planned for March 
or April of this year 
but no firm dates 
have been set. 

The spokesman 
added: “The final 
costings for the instal¬ 
lation and operational 
costs are still being negoti¬ 
ated and are yet to be final¬ 
ised.”

The project will be funded 
half by Network Rail and half 
by Suffolk County Council 
Cllr Shirley Crickmere, 
who represents All 
Saints ward for New¬ 
market Town Coun¬ 
cil, told the News : “I 
think it is a sensi¬ 
ble idea. 

“We have many 
people in this town 
who might not be 
from here and don’t 
know it well so we need 
to take care of them. 

“Many people who live 
here know to be careful but 
we need to make it safer.” 


Schools missing out on meal funding 


SCHOOLS are missing out 
on extra funding as eligible 
parents are not claiming 
free school meals for their 
children. 

Under the Government's 
'pupil premium' scheme, 
schools can get £900 of extra 
funding for every eligible 
child, which can be used to 
increase teaching capacity 
and improve learning. 

Last year 30 per cent of 


people who were entitled 
to claim free school meals 
were not but this number has 
fallen to 13 per cent. 

Children are eligible if 
their parents are in receipt of 
certain benefits, or if they are 
entitled to free school meals. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suffolk 
County Council's cabinet 
member for education, skills 
and young people, said: 
"Whilst we're moving in 


the right direction, we still 
need more of those entitled 
to claim free school meals 
to do so. For one it means 
children are getting a good, 
healthy meal at school which 
sets them up for learning. 
But over and above this, for 
every child that does claim, 
the school gets an extra 
£900 from the Government 
to help improve educational 
attainment."

CONSERVATIVES have been 
rocked by bombshell claims 
that the wrong candidate was 
announced as the winner of a 
parliamentary selection pri¬ 
mary. 

The real winner of last 
month’s vote to find a pro¬ 
spective MP in South East 
Cambridgeshire - a constitu¬ 
ency which includes part of 
Newmarket - was business¬ 
woman Heidi Allen, not bar¬ 
rister Lucy Frazer, activists 
have claimed. 

A meeting of the local party 
has been called for Friday to 
decide whether to confirm 
Ms Frazer as the candidate to 
succeed retiring Sir Jim Paice. 

The complaints focus on 
allegations that ballots for 
Ms Allen were incorrectly al¬ 
located to Ms Frazer, accord¬ 
ing to two sources. 

The News has been told 
that in the, third, final round 
of voting between the pair, a 
pile of 25 votes was marked 
as being for Ms Frazer, when 
in fact only the top two pa¬ 
pers were - with the rest be¬ 
ing for Ms Allen. 

Ms Frazer was subsequent¬ 
ly announced as the winner 
and, while the numbers were 
not announced at the prima¬ 
ry, the News understands this 
was on a margin of 84 to 48. 

If 23 of Ms Frazer’s votes 
were actually due to Ms Al¬ 
len, Ms Allen would have 
won by 71 to 61. 

It is thought the alleged 
error was discovered after 
an activist who took the bal¬ 
lot papers home from the 
primary decided to recount 
them. 

A letter to local members 
from association president 
Brian Ashton, seen by the 
News, said: “Although the 
original count took place in

the normal way and was wit¬ 
nessed by others, during the 
following week unsubstan- 
tiatable suggestions were 
made to officers that the bal¬ 
lot result announced at that 
meeting was incorrect. 

“Given that no-one else 
was present when the ballot 
papers were recounted, 
your officers are not 
able to verify beyond 
doubt the validity 
of these claims.” 

Ms Frazer’s vic¬ 
tory surprised 
some members 
because Ms Allen 
allegedly received 
in excess of 60 votes 
during the first two 
rounds of voting, when 
Charlotte Vere and Paul Bris- 
towe were eliminated from 


contention. 

One member, who asked 
not to be named, said: “We 
have no option but to declare 
the result null and void, and 
to start again. It is the only 
right thing to do.” 

Local and national party 
officials have not comment¬ 
ed on the specific allegations 
but, in a sign of how se¬ 
riously they are being 
taken, Friday’s meet¬ 
ing will be attended 
by national nomi¬ 
nating officer Paul 
Mabbutt and head 
of candidates Gareth 
Fox. 

A Conservative Party 
spokesman said: “This 
is an internal party matter 
which is currently being in¬ 
vestigated.”

Tourist seeks help 
to find ancestors

AN AUSTRALIAN woman has 
launched a search to find out more 
about her family history in the area. 

Lorraine Hughes, of Gloucester, 
in New South Wales, began to delve 
into the history of her forebears, 
the Nunn family, in 2005 after being 
given a family tree by her mother’s 
cousin. 

She visited Newmarket in Septem¬ 
ber to find out about her ancestors, 
who lived in Moulton, Kentford and 
Herringswell in the 19th Century 

Lorraine said: “I have been re¬ 
searching all branches of our family 
and this trip to your shores has en¬ 
lightened me to so many aspects of 
our families’ lives. 

“The most significant thing for 
me was the beauty of the ancient 
churches and the important role the 
church played in the community, 
bringing it together in such a lovely 
way. It would be very rewarding if I 
could find other Nunn family mem¬ 
bers still living in the Herringswell, 
Kentford, Moulton or district that 
would like to share or add to my re¬ 
search.” 

The first member of her family 
to arrive in Australia was her great¬ 
grandfather George Samuel Nunn, 
who Lorraine believes was born in 


1852 and died in July 31 1936. He was 
thought to have become a cabin boy 
and sailed all over the world before 
arriving in Australia. 

At the end of his life he resided at a 
house in Sydney called ‘Kentford’. 

Lorraine then found his father 
George Snr had married Sarah Ann 
Booking at Moulton parish chuch on 
May 3 1841 and a census in 1851 had 


the couple living in Kentford with 
daughters Sarah, Alice and Maria. 

When she was visiting the area she 
found the headstone to a Charles 
and Alice Nunn at St Peter’s church 
in Moulton, which she described as 
the highlight of the trip

Crash sparks fresh 
call for roundabout 


A HORRIFIC collision on the A142 
Soham Bypass has sparked fresh 
calls for a new roundabout to be 
built on the “treacherous” route. 

On Boxing Day eight people were 
involved in a three-vehicle collision 
at the junction, with many suffering 
minor injuries. 

Residents say they’ve had enough 
and are demanding that a new 
roundabout - or more than one - 
is built on the bypass, which has 
claimed many lives over the years. 

Rachel Parker, of Hasse Road, 
Soham, said: “Yet again there is an¬ 
other serious accident on the A142 
where at least one other life could 
have easily been lost. 

“There is accident after accident 
and there have been so many fa¬ 
talities over the years but still there 
are no talks of us getting another 
roundabout. We need at least one 
new roundabout between the Ford-

ham Road roundabout and the one 
at The Shade - that’s the only way 
we’re going to slow drivers down 
and stop these accidents from hap¬ 
pening on this treacherous road.” 

Lesley Macer, of Queen¬ 
sway, Soham, has been call¬ 
ing for improvements since 
her daughter suffered life¬ 
changing injuries in a colli¬ 
sion on the route. 

Samantha Cracknell was 
38 years old when she was 
involved in a two-vehicle 
collision on the bypass in July 
2009. The mum-of-three suffered 
multiple injuries and now lives at a 
specialist care home. 

Lesley, 60, said: “How many more 
accidents must happen before the 
council decides this stretch of road 


needs at least one roundabout? 

“I live close to the bypass and I 
can hear the acceleration of some 
of the traffic speeding between the 
roundabouts at either end. 

“The council needs to do some¬ 
thing to make the bypass safer 
before someone else is killed or 
seriously injured like my Sa¬ 
mantha.” 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: 
“We are happy to consider 
representations from peo¬ 
ple about improving the 
safety of Cambridgeshire’s 
roads which could be im¬ 
plemented from the resources 
available to the authority. 

“There is also the ability for lo¬ 
cal organisations such as parish or 
town councils to make a financial 
contribution to any agreed changes 
to a road’s layout.” 



Dog walkers to join police scheme 


DOG walkers will be asked to keep 
their eyes peeled for criminal activ¬ 
ity as part of a new police scheme 
being introduced in Newmarket 
next month. 

Officers will launch ‘Paws on Pa¬ 
trol’ on February 2 which aims to 
reduce crime and anti social behav¬ 
iour by encouraging dog walkers to 
report any suspicious activity while 
they are out walking. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police 


told the News : “The idea is to ask dog 
walkers to sign up and then they will 
be told to call 101 or 999 if they see 
anything. 

“It is about encouraging people to 
be more vigilant while they are out 
and about - providing us with extra 
eyes and ears.” 

He said often members of the 
public might feel worried to report 
suspicious behaviour to the police 
as they might not be sure whether it 


is important or not. 

A launch event is planned for Feb¬ 
ruary 2 with time and address to be 
confirmed nearer the time. 

Representatives from the Dogs 
Trust and Pets at Home will be on 
hand to give advice and provide free 
microchipping for pets. 

After its launch in Newmarket, it 
is hoped the scheme will be rolled 
out in Mildenhall, Brandon and Red 
Lodge in March.

Drugs charge 

A MAN has appeared in court 
to deny growing cannabis.

Veteran died of 
natural causes, 
inquest is told

AN inquest has opened into 
the death of a war veteran 
who was attacked by a de¬ 
mentia patient days earlier. 

Richard Bowman, 86, of 
Exning, was found by nurses 
in a pool of blood with se¬ 
vere head, leg and arm inju¬ 
ries after the attack at West 
Suffolk Hospital in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

His family said the army 
veteran had a skin graft fol¬ 
lowing the attack and was 
told by doctors he would 
never walk again. 

He died on December 7 
and his family claimed his 
death came as a result of the 
attack. 

But a post-mortem con¬ 
cluded last month that Mr 
Bowman had died due to 
natural causes unrelated to 
the incident 12 days earlier. 

An inquest into his death 
was opened at the Active 
Business Centre in Bury St

Edmunds on Friday. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter 
Dean said: “This report was 
referred by Pc Blackburn fol¬ 
lowing Mr Bowman’s death 
at West Suffolk Hospital on 
December 8, 2013. 

“On December 9 a post¬ 
mortem was done by Dr 
Nathaniel Cary at West Suf¬ 
folk Hospital. 

“He identified the cause 
of death as Bronchopneu¬ 
monia, Chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease and Car¬ 
diac failure.” 

He said: “Our thoughts are 
with the family and those 


close to him at this time.” 

Mr Bowman, a retired 
businessman who served 
with the Royal Regiment of 
Fusiliers, had been admitted 
to the NHS ward on Novem¬ 
ber 25 with a chest infection. 

He had been in and out 
of hospital over the past few 
years with repeated chest 
infections but each time he 
recovered quickly and was 
discharged. 

After his death, the vet¬ 
eran’s family claimed he 
should never have been left 
alone with his attacker, who 
is also thought to have suf¬ 
fered from bipolar disorder. 

Suffolk Constabulary has 
said they are not treating the 
death as suspicious. 

A police spokesman add¬ 
ed: “This matter will now be 
dealt with by the Coroner. 

“Officers continue to in¬ 
vestigate reports of an as¬ 
sault against the deceased 
man at the hospital on No¬ 
vember 25, 2013.”

Clamping down on 
underage drinking 


A CRACKDOWN on the 
sale of alcohol to under 
18s has revealed “con¬ 
cerning” figures as 40 per 
cent of premises visited 
in Suffolk have failed test 
purchases. 

An ongoing campaign 
was set up by Suffolk 
County Council Trading 
Standards, Suffolk Police 
and Licensing Authori¬ 
ties, set up to tackle al¬ 
cohol sales to underage 
young people in April. 

The campaign in¬ 
volves 14 to 17 year-old 
volunteers carrying out 
test purchases from 
businesses who sell age 
restricted products and

where intelligence has 
been received suggesting 
that the business may 
not be complying with 
the law. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cab¬ 
inet member for pub¬ 
lic protection at Suffolk 
County Council, said: 
“These figures are con¬ 
cerning but also demon¬ 
strate that the campaign 
using the intelligence we 
receive and is targeting 
the right premises.” 

Licensees found to be 
selling alcohol to under¬ 
age people can receive 
an on-the-spot fine of 


£80 and advice from 
Trading Standards. 

If they are found to be 
doing it again then fur¬ 
ther action could include 
prosecution with fines of 
up to £5,000 and could 
see their licence revoked. 

Cllr Spence said recent 
successful prosecutions 
have shown the process 
of on the spot fines, li¬ 
cence reviews and prose¬ 
cution were working and 
that any premises which 
continues to sell alcohol 
to under 18s would face 
“appropriate but robust” 
enforcement action. 

Trading Standards and 
Suffolk Police are urging 


licensees to be particu¬ 
larly vigilant to adults 
buying alcohol for under 
18s. 

This is also an offence 
for the adults buying the 
alcohol and checks are 
also conducted by Suf¬ 
folk Police and Tradign 
Standards to prevent this 
from taking place. 

If anyone has infor¬ 
mation about premises 
selling alcohol to under 
18s then they can call 
the Citizens Advice Con¬ 
sumer Service anony¬

Challenge on 
housing plans 


DECISIONS on plans which 
could bring nearly 150 
homes to a small village have 
been postponed due to a po¬ 
tential judicial review. 

Planning bossess were due 
to determine three proposals 
for houses in Kentford at a 
meeting at Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council (FHDC) today 
but plans have been post¬ 
poned due to an eleventh 
hour withdrawal from one 
applicant and a potential le¬ 
gal challenge from another. 

The smallest bid, which 
was for 16 homes in Bury 
Road, has been withdrawn 
by the applicant while the 
other two applications have 
been deferred so council of¬ 
ficers can prepare for a po¬ 
tential legal challenge. 

A FHDC spokeswoman 
said: “The Council has re¬ 
ceived notice of a potential

challenge of judicial Review 
in relation to all of these ap¬ 
plications. 

“The Council is taking le¬ 
gal advice on this matter to 
ensure that the Committee 
are provided with the appro¬ 
priate level of information 
and advice to enable 
members to make an 
informed decision 
on the planning ap¬ 
plications. 

“Both of these 
applications should 
go back to the De¬ 
velopment Con¬ 
trol Committee on 
Wednesday, February 
5, 2014.” 

The two remaining bids 
are for 60 homes and 579 sq 
m of office space at Kentford 
Fodge, in Herringswell Road, 


with another application 
for 88 homes, garages and a 
petrol station on land east of 
Gazeley Road. 

Officers have recommend¬ 
ed the Kentford Fodge devel¬ 
opment for approval despite 
concerns from the parish 
council who said they felt 
“very strongly” against the 
application. 

The Gazeley Road 
application has 
been recommend¬ 
ed for refusal as 
officers said it 
would predeter¬ 
mine development 
in Kentford in an 
‘unplanned, unco¬ 
ordinated and unsus¬ 
tainable manner”. 

However the applicant 
said it would make a “posi¬ 
tive contribution towards 
the vitality of the village”. 



Drink driving falls over festive period 


FEWER motorists were found 
to be over the drink drive 
limit this Christmas. 

Officers stopped more than 
6,000 motorists and arrested 
96 people during December, 
compared to 120 arrests last 
year. 

Sgt Chris Huggins, of 
Cambridgeshire Police, said: 


"While it's encouraging to 
see fewer drivers arrested 
than last year, sadly any 
arrest is one too many. 

"It appears our message 
is getting through, but it is 
always disappointing to see 
that there are still a number 
of motorists who think it is 
acceptable to drive while 


under the influence of drink 
or drugs. This work was not 
just about enforcement but 
reminding motorists that 
officers are on the roads 
24/7 as a deterrent to those 
contemplating driving under 
the influence." 

The force will focus on 
speeding in January.

Mr Butt also said in his report that 
parents were very positive about the 
atmosphere of the school, which is 
located in The Causeway 

He said: “Parents are very positive 
about behaviour and the safety of 
pupils. 

“They say that pupils are very 


keen to come to school. 

He added: “This is reflected in 
above-average attendance and ex¬ 
cellent punctuality.” 

In order to become an ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ school, inspectors told teachers 
to make sure pupils were fully chal¬ 
lenged and inspired to excel, par¬ 
ticularly in writing across different 
subjects. 

Pupils’ spelling also needed to 
improve as it was described as “not 
always accurate”. 

The school, which has 432 pupils 
on its roll, was also praised for its 
fundraising activity which inspec¬ 
tors said showed children were 
keen to help those less fortunate 
than themselves.

Unlicensed puppy 
breeders probed 


FOUR dog breeders in the district 
are being investigated for not 
having valid licences. 

As hundreds of puppies are 
brought into new homes across 
the country this Christmas, some 
in the region many may have 
been bought from unregistered 
sources. 

Now, East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is investigating the 
four establishments to determine 
whether a licence is needed for 
the breeding grounds. 

The council already licences six 
establishments across the region, 
including Nesslands Cat Board¬ 
ing and Kennel Specialists in Bur¬ 
well. 

A Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest also revealed that during 
2013, the council dealt with five

unregistered dog breeding estab¬ 
lishments, which were found to 
not require licensing under the 
Breeding of Dogs Act 1973. 

Under this act, which was 
amended in 1991 and 1999, any 
person who keeps a breeding 
establishment for dogs at any 
premises and carries on at those 
premises a business of breeding 
dogs for sale must obtain a li¬ 
cence from the local council. 

Breeders are presumed to be 
producing the litters for commer¬ 
cial use if bitches give birth to five 
or more in the space of a year. 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council said: 
“We take animal welfare issues 
very seriously and we are current¬ 


ly investigating four unregistered 
dog breeding establishments to 
confirm if a licence is required for 
these establishments.” 

Hannah Baker, from the Dogs 
Trust, said: “Sadly, this time of 
year inevitably results in dogs be¬ 
ing given as presents and in some 
cases when the appeal of this new 
“toy” wears thin rehoming chari¬ 
ties such as Dogs Trust are left to 
pick up the pieces. 

“As the dog population contin¬ 
ues to grow and people look at 
new outlets in which to purchase 
their dog, whether this is a local 
breeder or online, Dogs Trust urg¬ 
es people to check the welfare of 
the dog before buying. If buying 
a puppy, it is so important to see 
it interacting with its mum before 
taking it home.”

WHEN Hollywood remakes 
a critically acclaimed foreign 
film, the original director more 
often than not stands by as 
their work is re-interpreted - 
sometimes beyond recognition 
- by another filmmaker. 

Occasionally, though, the 
same creative force takes the 
helm for both versions. 

French-Canadian filmmaker 
Ken Scott charmed critics 
and audiences with his 
bittersweet comedy 
Starbuck. He remains in 
the director's chair for 
this brasher remake which 
transplants the action from 
Montreal to the mean streets 
of Manhattan. 

In most other respects 
Delivery Man is the identical 
twin of its predecessor, 
repeating scenes virtually 
word for word in an effort to 
recreate the winning formula. 

Vince Vaughn plays David 
Wozniak, a delivery truck 
driver for the family meat 
business run by his Polish 
immigrant father, Mikolaj 
(Andrzej Blumenfeld). 

David is deep in debt 
and repeatedly lets down 
his brothers Victor (Simon 
Delaney) and Aleksy (Bobby 
Moynihan), as well as his 



girlfriend Emma (Cobie 
Smulders) who is expecting 
their first child. 

Out of the blue, David 
learns that frequent 
donations to a sperm bank 
in his student days have 
resulted in the birth of 533 
children. Of those, 142 have 
launched a class action to 
force the fertility clinic to 
reveal the identity of the man 
they know only as Starbuck. 

David turns to lawyer pal 
Brett (Chris Pratt) to keep 
the records sealed. However, 
matters become complicated 
when he visits some of his 
children including a busker 
called Adam (Dave Patten), 


an aspiring actor Josh (Jack 
Reynor) and a down on her 
luck salesgirl called Kristen 
(Britt Robertson). 

Delivery Man is a 
surprisingly touching second 
helping that remains true to 
the heartfelt intentions of the 
original film. 

Vaughn is likeable 
throughout but there's a 
lack of on-screen chemistry 
with Smulders. Pratt is 
hysterical as a single father 
stumbling blindly through 
legal loopholes while Patten, 
Robertson, Reynor and co 
deliver spirited performances 
as youngsters searching for 
the man who gave them life. 
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Stumped 

for ideas? 


STUMPERIES may be a throwback to a bygone age, 
but - perhaps thanks to the current trend for all 
things retro - they could once again command a 
place in the British garden, creating a cornucopia 
of planting opportunities and providing a haven for 
wildlife. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw 
anyway, pictured right,who 
has been scaling the country 
in search of examples of these 
Victorian features, similar to 
rock gardens but created from 
upturned stumps, logs, roots 
and pieces of bark, originally 
designed to display the spoils of 
intrepid Victorian plant hunters. 

In the course of his own travels 
for BBC2's Great British Garden 
Revival, Beardshaw visited the 
home of the first UK stumpery at Biddulph Grange 
in Staffordshire, as well as the most famous 
stumpery in the country, that of The Prince of 
Wales in the grounds of Highgrove House. 

"Stumperies were the original vehicles that really 
excited people about ferns," Beardshaw enthuses. 
"Their development coincided not only with an 
amazing array of exotic ferns coming into the UK 


from around the world but also the realisation of 
how ferns propagated themselves." 

A stumpery is essentially a collection of roots 
from hardwood trees that have been grubbed 
out of the ground, originally as a result of land 
cleared from estates. As informal native woodland 
was pulled up or repositioned, 
huge roots were left lying 
around which could be used 
as a framework in shady 
woodland areas. It made use 
of architectural and dramatic 
timber which was decaying, 
interplanted with ferns and other 
shade-loving plants and bulbs. 

So, if you're feeling inspired, 
how do you create a stumpery in 
your own garden? 

You'll need to plant them in 
shade, Beardshaw advises, either 
under a hedge or under a tree, or in the shade of 
a building. 

“You are replicating the forest floor. Before we 
became too polite and tidy, a woodland would 
have been a complex mix of young plants, mature 
plants and a lot of rotting material and it's this 
rotting underlayer that we are really exploiting. 

“Think of a stumpery as a marriage between the 
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more formal parts of the garden and the wilder 
areas or the wilder landscape that surrounds it. 

It's that wonderful union of the two. Piling logs or 
stumps or branches is very good for hedgehogs 
and beneficial for insects and reptiles. 

"Today you can be as adventurous as you wish," 
adds Beardshaw. "You can use one stump or 
hundreds of stumps. The rotting timber replicates 
the native woodland - rich in organic matter, with 
moisture-retentive soils and the stumps create lots 
of cracks and crevices in which ferns can excel." 

Hardwoods such as oak, sweet chestnut and 
beech are the best to use because they take longer 
to rot, although Beardshaw has used conifers for 
stumperies. 

"Stumperies can be really surreal places and 
are great when associated with ponds and water 
gardens, underplanted with hostas and astilbes as 
well as carnivorous plants." 

To make a stumpery look natural, you need to 
bury two-thirds of it in the ground. 


“The root plate should be lying on its side so that 
the trunk of the tree is also on its side and in doing 
that you are really replicating a windblown tree, 
where the plate is standing vertically rather than 
horizontally across the ground. 

"That means that you can create little crevices 
and divots around the plants and it's into those 
little spaces that you can plant. 

"Use ferns as the mainstay and then you can 
interplant with many winter bulbs such as winter 
aconites, snowdrops and species daffodils and 
scilla. 

"Then you can include typical woodland dwellers 
like epimediums, uvularia and hostas. 

It's about creating a framework. A stumpery isn't 
just for spring or summer months, it's great for 
having that continuation of bulbs flowering before 
the tree canopy opens up, so early spring bulbs are 
very rich."

Steeler, who joined Godolphin from 
Mark Johnston after finishing third in the 
Racing Post Trophy in 2012, is in line to 
run on Thursday at Meydan, while Certify, 
unbeaten as a juvenile in 2012 with wins 
in the May Hill and the Fillies’ Mile, will 
reappear later in the Carnival.
